■ LOD,- Israel — Prune Minister Yitzhak Sba- 
mir. ^umirig to .Israel from, the Middle East 
pe^ confo^Dce iii Madrid, accused Syria on 
Friday of trdng to undermine the talks by 
pre^uring other Arab states into refusing to 
hold ne^Miations in the Middle East 
Mr. Statmr said ihu Israeli officials would 
aaend the opeiiing session of btlateral talks in 
Madrid on Sun^y, bat said Israel would insist 
that the laiics be moved to the rqgioa. 

‘We do not intend to continue in Madrid, 
but there will be- discussions and we will see 
wdiere things go,” he said at a news conference 
upon retureing to Israel. 

"The ^'ans do not want to come to Israd, 
and Syria is exerting piessmr on the other Arab 
countries,” Mr. Shamir said. 

He said there wne many logtstical reasons 


why Israel wanted the talks to be held in the 
region, prderably alietnating heiween loca- 
ti^in the Arab states ud in Israel. ”Ii's not 
only a ledmical problem,” be said. *it creates 
an atmosphere when th^ come to us and we go 
. to tbera." 

Israeli irfTtcials contend that holding talks 
here Md elsewhere in the region would be a 
gsuiie of mutual recognition and goodwill and 

might do much to break the ice betweni the two 
sides. They believe Lebanon. Jordan and the 
Palestinians would all be willing to do sa but 
arc being blocked by Syria. 

“The Syrians don't want it,” said Mr. Sha- 
mir’s spokeanan, ^ud Gol. "They simply do 
not la'ant 10 do anything that implies even a I . 
percent willingness for peace.” 

Mr. Shamb said be was noi fazed by the 
hard-line Syrian approach, nor by the personal 
attadr by Foreign Minister Farouk Shara of 


Syria, who in remarks at the peace conference 
said Mr. Shamir “himself recognized that he 
was u terrorist.” 

“The Arabs did not surprise us.” Mr. Shamir 
said. “There are always slaps from the Arabs; 
(here will always be slaps." 

He added; “There is no certainty at all that 
the Arabs are ready for peace. Even so. we have 
to try.” 

Mr. Gcd said Israeli officials bad heard noth- 
ing in the Arab speeches at Madrid that deviat- 
ed from previous suitements or gav*e them new 
hope of reaching a seiilemeni.

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Opposition Sweeps Kaunda From Power

LUSAKA. Zambia — Kenneth 
Kaiinda. the leader of Zambia 
rince independence from Britain 27 
years ago. has been resountfin^y 
defeated in a naultipany election. 

(Mr. Kaunda conceded defeat 
Friday nigbl. -Reuters reported 
fromLmkika, ^DOtiM his chief op- 
ponent Freddick Cwuba. 

- (“This evening, at 7J0 PAl. 
Prradenl Kaunda telq^hcmed to 
-congratulate me on -the vicicvy,” 
Mr. ChOuba said. “He has ccmced- 


ed defeat and he has promised to 
coi^rale and work with us.”} 

It was the first such contest here 
in more than two decades and the 
first defeat by popular vote of a 
senior African statesman. 

Mr. Kaunda. 67, was over- 
whelmed at the polls .by Mr. Chi- 
lufaa. 48. the nation's most Emi- 
nent trade union leader, who was 
able to capitalize on pent-up ftvs- 
iratioa at the plunge in living stan- 
dards and on weariness with Mr. 
Kaunda's paternalistic style of 
leadership. 


Results were still incomplete Fri- 
day night, more than 24 hours after 
the polls closed, hut election ex- 
perts said that based on the vote 
count so far. Mr. Chiluba had won 
b>' a landslide. 

He headed a new party, the 
Movement for Multiparty Democ- 
racy, which Mus able to mount a 
vi^trous campaign despite the fi- 
nancial superiority and advantages 
of inoimbescy of the ruling party. 

National (elev’ision, which is mo 
by Mr. Kaunda’s party, the liniied 


National Independence Party, said 
Friday night that Mr. Chiluba had 
more ihao 200.000 votes compared 
to fewer than 100,000 for Mr. 
Kaunda. 

Mr. Kaunda's pany had “suf- 
fered heavy defeats” in constituen- 
cies where results were complete, 
according to the announcer, who 
then read winning touts for Mr. 
Cliiluba ran^ng from his base in 
the northern industrial copper belt 
to southern rural constituencies

But the 
Ebony ad, and oibefs to foUow m magazine 
aimed 3 I miiwriiies, marks the first tunc 
CIA has used glossy; four-colorp^ that 
are aimosl indistinguishable from slick image 
campaigns for consumer products. 

" The J.V),000 page ift Ebony even has a 


slogan: “The CIA. Our business U knowing 
the world's business.” 

"The thought of a gang wreaking havoc to 
your ndgbb^ood is distiirbing,” the ad 
says. “Not to mention frighteniiiL Of course 
you’d want to know if you could su^ them 
way ahead of time. 

“It’s the same way for thepFcsidem when it 
comes to .America’s security. And that’s why 
be depends on ibe counuy's largest infonna- 
tion network — the Centra] Intelligence 
Agency.” 

A s^'type note at the bottom of the ad 
notes that applicants must have^ihe perswal 
iiu^iy to successfully ct^iete a medical 
and security background investigation,” m- 
cluding a lie-deiecior test .Among the posi- 
tions the ClA wants to fili are engineers, 
economic aioalysts and operations officers, 
whose job is to recruit people in for^ 
countries 10 act as t^ies. 

“If vou send a white Anglo 10 Africa or 
Asia, fas abiUv to find stnneone to commit 
treason and spy may be less” than a black or 
Hiq>anic or .Asian American, a CLA official 
said. A minorrtv reenu’t might not have to 
develop “the ciOmral and language skills of 
the counuy," he said. 

A C/A spokesman. .Mark Mansfield, ac- 


knowledged that pan of tbe Ebony ad's pur- 
pose is 10 burnish tbe ClA's image in minors 
iiy communities, where tbe agency nmy be 
viewed with su^kion. “Otmousfy, if 
have a prastive image, pet^le are more in- 
clined (0 want to become pan of your organi- 
zation.’' he said. 

The CI.A has run ads withio the last two 
years in small publications aitned at minor- 
ities that carried the headline: "You know 
what it's like to be stereotyped. So do we.”

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Gene Therapy Targets Cancer in Mice^ With High Cure Rate

WASHINGTON — A research group in fiallimore 
has achieved a high cure rate in niice that vvere 
deliberately given cancer and then treated wih an 
cxperimenlai Tonn of gene therapy that boosts the 
immune system lu specifically kill the cancer. 

Although similar strategies have been used before 
with other genes, the 70 percent cure rate ^which was 
higher than had been achieved previously — suggests 
that this specific way of sthnulaiing the immune 
system is especially promising. 

The .study, report^ Friday in the journal Science, 
used inierteukin-4, known as IL-4. as the immune 
sv.sieni slimuiani. IL-4 is a cytokine, a substance 
rirlex’ied bv one cell to trigger action by another cdL 
IL4 has the effect of recruiting immune system celk 
to the site releasing the IL-4. 

Previous experiments employing other cytokines 
had shtm-n cure rates bdow 50 percent 


In one of the new experiments, researchers at Johns 
Hopkins Universiiv took kidney cancer cells that had 
been grown in the faboratoiy and inserted extra genes 
for lL-4 into them. The txlls then produced lai^e 
amounts of 11-4. 

The cells were then injected into mice, where they 
took hold and proliferated into niDK>rs. .As they were 
growing, however, the cells poured out lL-4, which 
called in natural tumor-killing cells, called T-lympho 
cyies, and programmed them to kill the specific cancer 
(xlls in the tumor. The T-lymphocyies completely 
destroyed all of the Uimors. 

Tumors that arise naturally in animals are known to 
stimulate an immune response, but apparently not of 
sufficient power to lead to a cure. By beeTiog up lL-4 
production where it is needed — in the tumor — the 
immune response of the mice was boosted sufficiently 
to kill the cancer. 

In a second experimenL the researchers injected 
cuJtui^ kidni^ cancer cells under the skin of another 
group of mice.

LegisJators Attack 
Automatic Dialers 

Congress and more than a 
dozen states are moving to clamp 
down on automated lel^bone 
dialers. The New York Tunes re- 
ports. 

The robot devices uansmii re- 
corded sales messages for eveiy- 
ihing from encyclopedias to 
buiimng lots and recim the re- 
sponses, if any. They can call 
every number in a telqibone ex- 
change, listad or unlisted. 

By one indusuy estimate, at 
least 20,000 maemnes will caD 
about 20 million numbers 
around the United States on any 
given day. People have com- 
plained Uiat the machines invade 
privacy, tie up phone lines and 
wreak havoc with corporate 
switchboards. 

But many small business own- 
ers defend autodialers as less ex- 
pensive than other media and no 
more intrusive than door-to- 
door salesmen. 

Some dvil liberties lawyers ar- 
gue that restricting autodialeis 
would violate constitutional 
rights to free speech and equal 
treatmcDi under the law. 

Senator Ernest F. Hollings. 
Democrat of South Carolina, is 
sponsoring a bill to ban auto- 
thalers for all calls to private 
bcanes exeq^t fcM* sending emer- 
gency information or reaching 
p^ie who have agreed to re- 
edve such calls. 


The senator said, ‘The indi- 
vidual's right to be left alone 
plainly outweighs the rights of 
any intruder."

Congress Blocks B-2 Request 

Action Sharply Cuts Chance of More Stealth Bombers

WASHINGTON — House and Senate conferees, 
struggling over bow to tailor the 19^ defeuse bud^ 
to the shnnldiig Soviet threat, have turned down the 
administration's request for new purchases of the 
costliest aircraft in U.S. bistoiy, the B-Z Stealth 
bomber. 

The dedsion by the House and Senate aimed ser- 
vices committees to forgo new purchases of the plue, 
which cost S86S million each, does not necessarily shut 
down the program or rule out the possibility of at least 
one more plane bQ-ood the 15 aulfacnized.

Israelis Question Effectiveness of Patriot Missiles

WASHINGTON — Senior Is- 
raeli scientists and military ofTictn 
have disclosed new informaiion in- 
dicaiing that to U.S. Patriot mis- 
siles usM in Israel rn the Gulf war 
destroyed far fewer Scud missile 
warheads than previously believed, 
according to Israrii and Defense 
Department officials. 
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Over the last few weeks, senior 
Israeli Air Force offleers and civil- 
ian sdeniists tuve related these 
new findings lo military analysts in 
Israel and to senior researchers at 
the Pentagon. 

They indicate that the Pauiois 
destroyed fewer than 44 percent (rf 
the Iraqi Scud missile warheads, 
the figure both to Israeli govem- 
ment and the missile's maker. 
Raytheon Coip.. bad offered im" 
mediately after the war. 

Under the new analysis, the esti- 
mate ranges betw'een zero and 20 
percent of the warheads. 

Pentagon and Israeli officials say 
the new analysis contributes to a 
continuing re-evaluatioo of to 
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missile ^stem. which was hailed as 
a high-tmnology hero of the war. 

An l^eli official acknowledged 
Wednesday (hat there was “strong 
evidence to suggest" that the num- 
ber of Scud warheads destroyed 
“may be lower" than the govern- 
ment’s oflldal estimate. 

Israeli officials caution, howex er. 
that the military is divided over the 
new technical analysis and. to some 
extent, over the d^mitioo c4 a de- 
sutured warhead. Some offldals are 
saying a missile warhead b de- 
stroy^ iMiiy when it blows up in 
to air. while others interpret a 
“kiU" nwre broadly to include any 
warhe^ that failed to explode 
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when it hit the ground and that 
caused no wgniilcant damage. 

The split in the military largely 
mirrors (he growing letuons in Is- 
rael between supporters of the Pa- 
triot system and backers of a new 
ami-bullistic missile system called 
the .Arrow , bring de.Mghed Israe- 
li and .American engneers. 

The Arrow is designed to strike 
warheads at much higher altitudes 
and greater ranges than the PatrioL 
an important advantage in destn^ 
ing missiles lipped with chemical or 
biological weapons. Israel now has 
two batteries of Patriot.^ and rc^ 
ccntly i>nlcrcd a third for delivery 
in 1993. Earlier this year. Israeli 
military officuls said they had or- 
dered the Palriins as an interim 
measure until the Arrow was de- 
ployed. 

.A spdreswonun for the Israeli 
Emha.ssy in Washington, Ruth 
Yuron, said the government had 
not chiuifMd its official x'ersion of 
(he Patriot's success rate. 

The new analysis was first re- 
ported last week in the Israeli daily 
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Ha'areiz. The author of to article. 
Reuven Pedalzur. along with Theo- 
dore A. PostoL a professor of na- 
tional security policy at to Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Techndogy. 
argues that the Patriots deployoi in 
Tel Aviv and Haifa destroyed few if 
any Scud warheads. 

The Patriot is rapposed to deto- 
nate in dose proximity to the target 
missile, spraying it with shrapnel 
that is supposra ro destroy it. But 
because of to Scuds' high speed, 
Mr. Pedaizur said in a iriq)hone 
interview from Tel Aviv, the Patri- 
ots often ej^loded closer to the end 
of the missiie body.

Old Ghosts and Open En 
Haunt the Peace Prospects

MADRID — )i b^an on Wednesday, a convoca- 
tion of averted glances and splintaed visions, in (he 
Hall of Colninns where a queen and a dicutor once lay 
.in state. And when Us formal sessions closed Friday, 
tbe Middle East peace conference ^'oumed with 
symb^ just as bleak — an empiy diair at the head of 
Israd's delation and an old photograph supposed to 
show that Yitzhak Shamir, the Israeli prime minister, 
bad been a murderer and a terrorist.

At a news conferaus, toe Palestinian ^keswom- 
an. Hanan Ashrawi, was queried by a nun who de-

occupied West Bank. 

Mrs. Ashrawi bridled at the use toe terminology.

At another news gathering, Farouk Shara, the Syri- 
an foreign minister, renewed an assertion that no 
Isadis believe: “We have always been Idnd with toe 
Jews,” he said.

But it 
should not have taken more (Han 40 years of 
mounting indignatioiu scholariy resolu- 
tions on open access and rqieated allusions 
to the academic scandal of the Kith entury 
for assorted librarians, scholars and govern- 
ment t^dais to have freed them. 

When the next predous and historically 
significant archaeological fragments are 
found, things rimuld proceed differently 
Abmit this, almost everyone agrees. Feeble 
are now discuss^ just how to avdd the 
secrecy, publicatioa delays, pidesaonal ac- 
rimemy, political entanglements and accusa- 
tions of inteSectual piracy that accompanied 
the edebrated case of the Dead Sea Scrolls.

China Rebuts Rights Critics

BEUING — The Chinese govemment issued a 62- 
page rebuttal Friday to allegations that it violates 
h uman rights, a new* stq> in an increasingly vigorous 
and sophiaicated campaigD to debate forngn critics 
on human-rights questions. 

Tbe repo^ which contends that Chinese people 
have extenrive legal protections, is wdl-bound and 
translated into exceUent English. It is the latest prod- 
uct of whai appears to be a new strategy of con/ront- 
iog foreign critics luad on instead M avoiding the 
tcf»c of human rights. 

China traditioi^y denigrated *1iutnaD rights” as a 
bourgeois concept and a of “hegemonists.” and 
tbe term formerly was used by officials only’ in a 
dismissive way. Then last winter. China began to show 
a willingness to dwmss i^ts issues with foreign 
countries. Several delegations have since traveled 
around Qujia — including Tibet ^ and have had 
lengthy discusmns of human rights with Chinese 
counterparts. 

Hw report released Friday, “Human Rights in Chi- 
na,” seems to be an outcome of tbe discu^ons as well 
as a primer for those who must deal with questions on 
the iq>ic. It was drafted by the State Council Informa- 
tion ornce, a new organization formed to improve 
China's imagie. 


The report is surprisin^y enthusiastic about the 
cooc^t of human ri^ts. calling it a “great ienn*^aDd 
asserting that “numerous people with lofty ideals” are 


woiiung to promote human rights. However, the re- 
rtly a glowing account of the Chinese human 


pomsmos ^ 
rights rituanon. 


The human-rights siluatioa in China has three char- 
acteristics. the report says. Fust, all Chinese enjoy* 
human rights, and these include economic and social 
ri^ts as weU as pc^tical rights. Second, rights are 
enjoyed inespective of race, reli^on or wealtii. Ttu^ 
laws guarantee that the ri^ts are protected in daily 
life. 


The report then declares that there is no censorship 
of Q^ese newspqiers, dut prisoners enjoy humane 
conditions including access to newq»p^ libraries 
and television, and that the country has no political 
prisooers. 


Fordgn human-rights organizations and many Chi- 
nese take issue with each of these assertions. Chinese 
journ^sts report that censorship is a way of life; 
former pristniers report that conditions are filthy and 
frequently inhumane exc^t at a small numter of 
model prisons, and many people are known to be in 
Chinee prisons for peaceful expression of dissenting 
opinions.

LONDON — The British government, joining oth- 
er Western Europe nations overwbelined by a grow- 
ing flood of immigration, on Friday propo^ strict 
rules to reduce tbe number of refug^ who wcuild be 
allowed to settle u Britain. 

Introdudi^ the legislation in Parliameni. Home 
Secretaiy Kenneth Bal^ said the rules would attec^t 
to dose loopholes in immigration law and streamline 
tbe processmg of immigrants' claim* in order to re- 
duce a baddog of more than 60,000 cases. 

More than 60 percent of those cases involve immi- 
grants from Africa, mostly Ai^ola and 2^ure; and 
another 21 percent are from South Asia, induding 
India. Pakistan and Sri Lanka. Only about 3 peicent 
are from Eastern Europe, acceding to Home CMTice 
statistics. 

Under current law. thousands' of these mights are 
now able'to remain in Biiuti^ some of them illegally, 
even tliou^ they do not qualify for ^lum as refu|eK 
who Imve fled rmgious. ethnic or political persecution, 
ibe Home Office said. 

Tbe number of those seeking a^lum in Britain has 
grown tenfold in tbe last three years, to as estimated 
50,000 for 1991. 

The move by Britain foDows eaiiier steps by Fiance 
and Germany to address recent surges in flle^ niigra- 
non, as a result of turmoil and ib'docation in Yugosla- 
via, Romania and elsewhere. 

On Thursday. Germany gained the approval of 26 
East and West European govtnimeats, including Brit- 
ain, for its own pw to tighten police oontr^ at 
bolder crosai^. German officials estimated that as 
many as 250,000 petite would seek asylum in Germa- 
ny this year, many from Eastern Euit^ 

France h^ endorsed toogh labm* measures to deal 
with a surge of more than 50,000 migrants, induding 
many North Africans, who have come to France 
during the past year and sou|bi penmssoo to settle. 

In Britai^ tbe proposed legislation is likely IO set off 
a heated politick dispute. Members of the Labor 
Party, who are hoping to cqnure Parliament in eko 
tions next year, have already accused Mr. Baker and 
the govenung Conservative Party of mairing “a squal- 


id a{^real to racism” by proposing to toughen controls 
on ofugrants. 

&>mc Labor politicians have suggested the Conser- 
vatives are trymg to. use illegal immigration os a 
campaign issue in the coming general etoions, which 
the government must call before next summer. 

Alistair furling, a member of Pariiameni and the 
Labor ^kesman on immigration mattery said he was 
wofTiea that the government was more interested in 
resolving asylum cases quickly, rather than coming to 
the proper, humanitarian decisicKi. 

EvUer this week. Labor said it was also opposed to 
an ^eement between Britain and Vietnam that calls 
for me fordble return to Yielnam of tens of thousands 
of refuses now being held in detention camps in 
HtagKoog. 

British (Vidals said only a small number of those 
migrants qualify, under UN definition, as refugees 
entitled to asylum, because they are fle^g .persecu- 
tion, Tbe government argued that most are ui fact 
fleeing economic hard^p rather than political 
oppresrion. 

In discussing the proposed legislatioii. Mr. Baker 
said, “Throughout Europe tbe instiiutioD of asylum is 
under severe strain from tbe numbers using it as a way 
around immi^tion controls.” 

Mr. Baker sud tbe government estimated that fewer 
than a quarter of all refugees who seek a^lum are in 
fact entitled to it But as many as two of ev^ three are 
granted what is called “exertional leave to remain,” 
usually on compasdonaie grounds or because their 
home country is in tursK^. 

Under (he new law, Mr. Bakersaid, only a “substan- 
tial nuDority” w^d be granted such l^ve. if they 
could not prove they were refugees who were victims 
of oppression. However, tlte ndes would allow those 
denied as^um the opportunity to appeal. 


The government also wants to increase the number 
of staff handling asylum requests, as part of an effort 


to reduce tbe time it takes to process rplications to 
four months from two years.

German Art at Louvre

P ARIS — While not in- 
tended to be exhaustive, 
three deli^lful exhibi- 
tions of German sculp- 
tures. dramngs and prints of the 
late ISdi and early 16ih centunes at 
the Louvre ^ve a slroiw and in- 
deed savory sampling of the art of a 
viikl land and 

The world of these artists is stiU 
very much a medieval one. Barely 
toudied by what was then happen- 
ing in Italy, it is le^ grmid but. in 
many ways, more intensely and im- 
mediately expressive.

W HEN a man with a 
grudge against ab- 
stract an attacked a 
canvas the late 
American painter Barnett Newman 
in Amsterdam five years ago. be 
left long slashes in a work entitled 
"Who's Afraid of Red, Yellow and 
Bluellir 

Tbe assailant span six months in 
jail. Ihe painting went to a restorer 
in New Ymk. Nw. ii is back in its 
place at the Stedehjk Museum in 
Amsterdam, where it is the focus of 
a heated debate among experts, 
many of whom disagree strongly 
uith the way it was repaired. 

According to the critics, tbe re- 
sitHer. Darnel CoJdrejvr. merely 
covered the panning with red paint 
using a roUa. The canvas, 2.5 by 
S.S meters (about 8 by 17 feet), is a 
red rectangle Hanked by ibin 
stripes of blue and yrilow. 

The restoration cost 8(Xl.000 
guilders (nearly $400,000). and 
some of the critics say any amateur 
could have done as weU with a few 
hour«* work and a pot of painL 
At a more expert level ddMte 
invoWes a paennial question in the 
restoration of works of 

an — should they be returned to 
thdr origina} state or should the 
damage be left tisible as a histori- 
cal record? 

In tbe case of "Who’s Afraid,” 
the director of tbe Stedelrfk Muse^ 
urn, Beeren, decided on a full 
restoration concealing tbe slashes. 
This was against tbe advice of his 
Qfwn restoration expert aid several 
other spedalists. 

But Beeren etplained that to have 
left sudt extensve damage risiUe, 
even faintly, would have destroyed 
tbe integrity of the painting. 

Once the method d restoration 
was decided, the next question was 
to find someone to cany reii the 
work. Beeren said be chose Gol- 
dreyer because be was known 
ibe'arlisL and recommended by the 
artist's widow as well as bv other 
painters. In selecting Gofdreyer, 
Beeren said, be fell thai he was 
doing what Newman would have 
wanted. The artist died in 1970 at 
the age of 65. 

Beeren said, the fee f or the repair 
was fair given the amount of work 


and expertise in\’olved. travel, and 
transport of the canvas to and from 
New York. 

One Dmch expert. IJsbrand 
Hummeicn. a member of a com- 
mission that examined the pamting 
after (he attack, said that Gol- 
dreyer, without consulting the mu- 
seum, bad overlaid acrylic paint 
onto Newman's origiaaf oils. He 
said the restoration bad destroyed 
a shimmerin& ritky effect that the 
artist had ai^eved by the subtle 
juxtaporition of magenta and sien- 
na, turning the painting into a mere 
monochrome. 

He also said the repair had vio- 
lated the first rule of restoration in 
that it is not reversible and was not 
conJFIoed only to tbe damaged 
parts. 

Goldreyer failed to return lele- 
phone calls. 

The Amsterdam city council has 
asked for a full report on the resto- 
ration. Beeren has entrusted that 
task to an outside laboratory, and 
is reluctant to discuss the methods 
and techniques used until the re- 
port is completed in two or three 
weeks' time. 

But be rgecied the suggestion 
that Goldreyer had done no more 
than pass a roller with red paint 
over the patebed-up canvas. "It 
was an enormous job." lie said. "J 
am convinced that it brings back 
the value of tbe punting." 

S OME critics allege that re- 
pairing the Newman can- 
vas oosr more than the 
four-year restevation of a 
damaged RdnbrandL but Beeren 
said tnis is on unfair coenparisoo. 
because the repair modm and 
abstract paintings — often done 
with unconventional materials and 
ted^ques — involves problons 
that lestorets have not had to face 
before. 

He sud be found it intriguing 
that modem paintings are as con- 
troversial whCT they are restored as 
when (hey are painted or bought by 
museums. 

Visitors are now kept away from 
"Who's Afraid" by a barrier and 
alarm system, and some of the crit- 
ics allege that this is is because the 
museum wants to prevent them 
from exominiiig the repairs too' 
closely. Beeren said the barria was 
erectra because of a letter threaten- 
ing that the painting will be at- 
tacked again.

Sl.06 hillton contract to 
broadcast major league baseball. 

CBS agreed two years ago to pay 
more than S3.S billion for raul- 
liyear contracts to broadcast base- 
bail and National Football League 
games, coU^ basketball and the 
next two Winter Olympics. 

But the proliferation of sports 
programming and the advenuiog 
recession have made it impossible 
for the CBS Television network to 
charge as much for commercial 
time as had been expected. CBS 
iitfficials sakL 

The comply said that despite 
"huge televirion audiences" for the 
recent World Series, ~advertiser de- 
mand for baseball fell subsiantiaJly 
below our expectations.'* as did 
Football, for Much CBS also paid 
SI.06 billion over four years. 

CBS announced no wril^owns 
on its coll^ basketball or Olym- 
pics CGotracts, and one executive 
said CBS “expects no future wri- 
teoffs on its spots contracts." 

CBS said it lost $169.1 million, 
or SH.ll a share, in the three 
months ended Sq)L 30. in contrast 
to a profit of S4JA million, or $ 1 .69 
a share, a year earlier.

Japan’s Surplus Soars 
As Imports Post Drop

TOKYO — Japan's runaway 
current-account surplus coniinued 
to gain steam in September, nearly 
doubling from the same month a 
year ago as imports slumped. 

The nation's uoatyusted current- 
account surplus widened to $8.83 
billion from S4.63 billion a year 
earlier, the Ministry Fuiance 
said Friday. 

"The surplus is going to continue 
to grow, but not berause of ex- 
ports," said Paul Summerville, 
econombt at Jardine Fleming ^ 
curiiies Ltd. in Tokyo. "We are 
seeing a collapse of import 
growth.** 

The merchandise trade surplus 
was largely responsible for the 
gala clim&ng to 510.95 billion 
from 5777 billion ia September 
1990, with economists laying the 
blame squardy on we^ import 
growth. 

Imports sagged to 516.04 billion 
for the month against S17J9 in 
September 1990. 


While soficr economic emdi- 
tions have stunted demand for lux- 
ury goods such as European auto- 
molMles and an work, several oiu!- 
linie factors weighed heatily on the 
data. 

In September 1990. oil prices 
climbed during the Gulf crisis and 
gold imports were unusually high 
because many securities bousK had 
set up gold-investment funds. 

Kazuko Mizuno. economist at 
Baring Securities (Japan) Ltd., said 
that as much as 90 percent of the 
weakness in imports could be at- 
tributed to distortions of a year 
ago. 

As the full impact of Japan's 
blowing economy continues to feed 
through into the trade figures, how- 
ever. imports will remain on weak 
footing. Mr. Mizuno added. 

On the other tide of the trade 
equation, recent robust exports, 
which have drawn criticism freen 
Japan's uading partners, climbed 
to S26.99 bUlioo from S2S.16 bil- 
lion a year earlier.

EMEMBER Reaganomics? The 
name is unforgettable, even if 
many of the policies are consider- 
ably'more difrtcult to recall. But 
the era of technical labels, which brought us 
the Trickle Down Effect and the Supply 
Sider, <Ud have one simple objective with 
which every retail consumer could identify: 
Prices were to be kept low. 

Just bow successful the Reagan adminis- 
tration was in controling inflation in its 
various forms is a matter for the economic 
historians to decide. But they may like to 
note that the governments of the U.S. and 
the U.K., when Thatcherism was in vogM.

When a broader or narrower measure of 
money moved in an inconvenient way it was 
all too easy to feed the economics journalists 
a line that the really smart thinkers were 
paying attention to another kind of mone- 
tary measure — which often just happened 
to have moved in an appropriate way. Thus 
inflation became the aMha of inv’ention. 

Hand in hand with the concern for price 
control came — slightly later — the launch 
of inflation-proofed b’vestmenls. 

In the U.K.. for example, govemmeat in- 
vestments linked to store prices were 
launciwd at almost exactly the lime that 
inflation began to fall and alternative invest- 
ment media, notably these linked to the 
stock market, began to boom. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Alan Green- 
span's comments this week that the U.S. 
economy was growing loo slowly fueled 
speculation of a cut in interest rat^ Stocks 
surged. 

But cheaper money and the end of the 
credit crunch will inject a little inflation back 
into the s^tem. Will high inflaiion — the 
dread enemy of Reaganomics — return? 

Probably not. Mr Green^an. for one, 
seems determined not to let that biq^pen. 
The sure sign will be if there is a flurry of 
inflation-proofed bond launches from insti- 
tutions confident that, even if small in\'estors 
can't, they at least can beat inflation. ■ .

In Britain, smw company funds are up 
about 14 pen^t this year, compared irith a 
7 percent gain in the broad U.K. equity 
m^et Funds t^i specialize in Japanese 
small companies, meanwhile, have shot 
ahead by 27 percent this year, def^ng a 
modest decline Japanese equity market ac- 
cording to bficixqial. 

Althou^ circumstances differ between 
markets, analysts say one reason small com- 
panies slocks continue to be popular with 
investors is that they are still so ct^p. In the 
U.S. market small conqsanies as measured 
by the 1,700-stock Value Line index contin- 
ue to trade at a 37 percent discount to the 
larger companies inclnded in the Standard & 
Poor's SOO stock index according to Shear- 
son Lehman's Me. Freeman.

W ASHINGTON - The 
wotnan is a successful bank- 
ing executive, a former Reagan 
administration official. Sbe has a 
good educadon, a lot of friends, a 
sense of humor, an apartment in 
New Yorit. She's 39. 

She is also a Mlcfaael Crawford 
fan. A maniac. Obsessed. She flew 
to Los Angeles for the opening 
and lus fabled closiiig night of 
'The Phantom of the (^lera.” She 
has a program autographed by 
the members of the original 
Broadw^ cast She has all 
his television interviews, w even 
met him once backstage by es- 
cort a senator (who sh^ re- 
main nameless! for whom she had 
arranged tickets. 

One night in New York, after 
seang am^her show, ^ and 
some friends decided to walk 
across the street to the Mqestic 
stage door to catch Crawford 
leaving. They actually followed 
him, a gaggle of veiy successful 
career women diddng along in 
thdr dre^for-success nigh hrels, 
until another woman met up with 
him. “Oh, my God, be has a 
date!" one saK and they came 
back to thdr cooaderable senses. 

“Please don't use my oame," 
she b^ged. “My Edends triD 
know exactly who it is, but I don’t 
want my employers to know.” 

It’s like tiiat with Midiael ma- 
nia, an niexpllcable obsession 
with an Englisb-bm f^ormer 
many Americans have never 
beard of, who is ndther devastai- 
ingjy handsome (altboo|h cer- 
tamJy appealing) nm particulaily 
^amormis. In Washington, the 
National Theatre — where he is 
playing^in “The Mua'c of Andrew 
Lk^ Webber^ — l^t calls from 
fans asidng about tickets before 
the staff even knew the show had 
been booked. 

The object of this affection, a 
shortish, wavy-haired 49-year- 
crid, greeted 7-year-<dd Pq>- 
per, who had come to his hotel to 
meet him (she knows all his songs 
W heart), vnih compete chann. 
“WcHild you like to give me a 
kiss?” he ad»d, offering a chedL 
She did, thiiDed, yet Qiuhed with 
embairassment, and then tamed 
and rushed into her mcMher’s 
arms.

summer, and when be sang *Tdl 
Me on a Sunday," whidi is aboat 
a relationship breaking up, tears 
rolled down her little pink cheeks. 
She’s not sure «diy. It just made 
her sad. 

He cries evm time he sings 
that song too. Tnat seems to be 
one of the things about hfidiael 
Crawford. His voice, which he de- 
vdop^ from a b^s soprano to a 
comlrinatioo baritone, tenor and 
Falsetto, resonates with emotion. 

As tbe Fluntom, be peo- 
ple think tirat Christme, tbe singpr 
beloved by the grotesquely de- 
formed specter, should go off 
with Inm instead of her handsome 
fiance. RaouL With other per- 
formers in the title role, you were 
more prone to remember that tbe 
guy is a killer, a weirdo and may- 
be not great oaaniage mateiiaL 
Crawford (who has crffldalfy un- 
^ued his last Hiantom mask un- 
til, or if, ihe morie vefrion is 
made) brought out the pathos and 
loneliness of the character, and 
made him a metaphor for all tiie 
people who are needed because 
they are diCfneoL 

“I try to ang to ibe limit every 
time 1 perform,” be said. “I used 
to run a loL Onire I ran a mile in 4 


minutes and 20 seconds, wfaidi is 
pretty good for an amateur. Fd 
try for that every time.'* 

That’s what he's like <msl^ — 
always going for the four-mmute 
mile. 

His obsesaveness and physical 
daring have become Iqend^ in 
theater circles. How be trained six 
hours a day for three months to 
exfmnd his vocal range for “Phan- 
tom,'* addi^ three indies to his 
diaphragm in the process. How he 
^ets to & ibreler hours ahead of 
time. How he trmned with circus 
acrobats for “Barnum," learning 
to walk a tightrope and bang from 
a 30-fooi UO-nieter) And 
the stunts in “Forum” — being 
pdled behind a diaiiot at 30 
miles (SO kilometers) an boor, be- 
ing dragged downstairs, bring 
rdled down a hill in a iraird. 

“It was lunacy,” he said cbeer- 
(uQy of Tonun.” “But h was woQ- 
derfiL It made people laugh.” 

He suffera perpetually fmu 
st^ fright (te the first night of 
this touring ooucert, be practical- 
ly had to be pushed onstage. He 
hadn't slept for three nigbts be- 
cause of the anxiety, and hadn't 
eaten much either. During tbe 


plane ride from Los Angdes to 
San Francisco, vben the LLoyd 
Webber show opened, be mum- 
bled the iyrks to the simgs. which 
be was sure he'd forget. “It was 
truly the most frightening ni^t of 
my life,'' he said. 

One side of his face is stigbtiy 
puffier than the other, and there 
are a few blotches that look tike 
someone wearing lipstick has 
kissed him on the cheek. These 
are his mementos of the “Rian- 
toffl” makeup, wfaidi cemristed of 
three layers of latex deformities 
and then the white half mask chat 
covered them. 

Every night he personally 
shredded tbe rubber dter it had 
been removed from his face to 
prevent it being stolen from the 
garbage by an overe^er fan, as 
iuqipaioi too often during the 
Lcndonnin. 

Crawford speaks d^caiely and 
thoughtfuDy about his fans. In 
En^and. tb^ organized them- 
selves into OGRE (Opera Ghosts 
Reuim Entbusiasts).
